1940, he 
did not oppose a "cease fire" order 
but was firmly against demands for 
an armistice. He repeated that he 
wished to transfer the government 
to French Africa and continue the 
war from there and was opposed 
by Petain and Gen. Maxime Wey- 
gand, commander in chief of the 
reeling French forces. 
Retains Threat 
Reynaud testified th a t at a cabi­ 
net meeting on the day he formed 
bb government, Petain read a let­ 
ter threatening to resign as vice 
premier lf an armistice were not ac­ 
cepted.
